REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-7 are considered allowable since the prior art made of record and 

considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations. The prior art does not teach the claimed invention having a ferreoelectric 
memory having in combination and connectivity of a boost power circuit connected to 
the power line to generate a boost voltage required for operation of the memory; a 
second power switch of normally open type connected in parallel to the boost power 
circuit; a voltage detector circuit for detecting a drop of voltage level of the power line; 
and a switch control circuit for turning on the second power switches in the blocks of the 
memory cell array excluding the second power switch in a currently selected block in 
response to the voltage detector circuit.
